We had ready sales for entire crop of 5,000 
bushels at satisfactory prices, and were compelled to turn down orders while 
waiting for a week ta ten days for proper coloring of the other two Red Sport 
Delicious. During this ten-day delay waiting for color there was a substantial 
decline in market prices. 

Had our entire crop been this so-called Vance Delicious, it would have been 
sold in early September at satisfactory prices, instead of much lower prices 
at later dates. 

This season has convinced me that the Vance Ded Delicious is the most de- 
sirable of the Red Delicious Sports for the East. Our future plantings will be 
limited to this variety of Red Delicious.

MODERN PEACH GROWING 


The Peach, an old favorite in the fruit family, is now 
making new friends. Recent chemical discoveries have 
simplified spraying, market expansion has been made 
possible by modern methods of freezing, home freezing 
units, frozen food locker plants, new methods of canning, 
keeping fruit fresh in storage, and delivering pre-chilled 
tree-ripened fruit to the market. Planting of properly 
located orchards consisting of improved varieties has 
promise of being a profitable investment. 


PEACHES FOR THE MODERN MARKET. Population 
in the South has advanced with industrial development. 
Improved highway and hauling facilities are enabling 
markets, large and small, to provide consumers with fresh 
fruit daily from the orchard. For such a market it is ad- 
visable to plant Peaches of better quality, ripening over 
a longer period.

At one time wild, native nuts in an assortment of varieties could be harvested in 
almost all timbered sections of the East, but this is no longer possible.
